Premier Sifton’s whole political life 
is staked on the result of the fight 
that will undoubtedly occur in the 
house next week, when his railway 
policy is taken up in debate. 

His bill to eliminate the Great Wa- 
terways and appropriate the money 
for the general revenue of the prov- 
ince, is the most dangerous legisla- 
tion that the house has yet had to 
deal with, and with the result of the 
vote on that bill the premier shall 
stand or fall. 

It is acknowledge that his position 
is not altogether,secure in the house. 
Several members are said to be wav- 
ering, and the margin is too close to 
allow of much wavering on the’ part 
of the heretofore acknowledged Sif- 
ton supporters. 

The greatest fight will not be over 
the premicr’s bill, but over what he 
proposes to do with the $7,400,000. 
It is understood th atan endeavor 
will be made to introduce a resolution 
providing that the premier undertake 
to negotiate with some of the larger 
companies for the immediate con- 
struction of a road into the north.

The 
procedure consisted of the re- 
port of the committee chosen 
to review the situation and to 
fraine, if found expedient, a tic- 
ket. The ticket as reported by 
the committee did not contain a 
mayoralty candidate, but it was 
sthsequently decided to take 
Mr. Clark’s name out of thelist 
and place him in the field for 
the chief magistracy. 

There was some difficulty in 
replacing M r.Clark on the list 
of aldermen, but Mr. C. Lionel 
Gibbs, an architect, was finally 
prevailed on to accept the hon- 
or. 

The league has evidently 
found difficulty in getting candi- 
dates to accept their platform, 
as those named above are not 
pledged to accept any part of 
the league's platform.

LET BANK AND 
RAILWAY SUE 


No action has yet been taken by 


John H. Moss, representing the A. 
and G. W., nor by the officials of the 
Royal Bank now in the city, to in- 
stitute proceeding against the pro- 
vincial zovernment to enforce the 
claims hey have as a result of the ab- 
andoniment of the A, and G. W. 

That they will take proceedings 
against the government there is no 
doubt. ‘They are now engaged ‘ in 
working up their case( and ‘it is ex- 
pected that an announcement as to 
what action they will take will be 
made in a few days. 

It is stated that the premier will 
consent to opening the courts of the 
province to both the bank and the 
railway company should they decide 
to commence proceedings, but even 
should he refuse to do this, the cases 
will undoubtedly be carried to the 
privy council.

“The ‘Edmonton board of trade 
have been pressing the govern- 
ments of the western provinces 
for years to aid construction of 
lines within the jprovinces. ‘I'he 

governments finally adopted puch 
‘a nolicy, and this board is of the 

opinion that the policy has beer 
a decided success, and a material 
advantage in the development tof 
rhe avestern provinces. To aban- 
don any project already provided 
for will result not only in discour- 
aging those who are already ‘here 
and have invested money ‘here- 
abouts, with the expectation of 
ithis development, Ibut will affect 
the credit of the whole commun- 
ity. 

“Therefore, Resolved that af in 
the wisdom of the government, 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway contract should be can- 
celled that iinymediate provision 
be made for the construction and 
‘operation of a railway into the 
same territory under such condi- 
tions as the government may deem 
proper. 

“Further, be it resolved, that a

Tne promicr was ‘threatened with 
defeat on the floor of the house at the 
very opening of the debate on his 
Waterways ‘bill yesterday afternoon, 
on the ¢bove point of order raised by 
Rk. B. Bennett. 

Interrupting the premier as he was 
about to rise to deliver his speech 
in support of the ibill, Bennett raised 
this point iof order, contending that 
the premier’s bill had not been printed 
and Jaid before the house one full day 
before second reading as provided by 
Rule go of the house. He thereby 
precipitated a iifteen-minute skirmish 
between himself and the speaker, fol- 
lowing which notwithstanding that 
Bennett read the rules, and brought 
authorities to prove ‘his. contentions, 
Speaker Visher ruled him down, and 
ignored this demand fora record of the 
vote after the yeas and nays thad been 
called on a motion to proceed with 
the tbill. 

The legislative hall had been crowd- 
ed for over an ‘hour with an audience 
waiting for the premier’s announce- 
ment of policy. {he premier ‘broke 
ithe suspense when the speaker called 
his ‘bill on he order sheet, and he 
rose to move its ssecond reading. 
(Scarcely had he wained his feet, how- 
ever, when dive audience wore aston- 
ished to see Bennett also rise. 

“T rise to a point of vorder, “Mr. 
Sneaker,” che said. The audience 
gasped and stared. 

“This is the most important legisla- 
thon that tas ever tbeem considered by 
any legislature,” commenced Bennett, 
wile the premier sank into his chair. 
“The hill was not laid before the house 
in printed form until a few minutes 
aiter whree yesterday. ‘hat is in con- 
‘ravention of the rules of ithe house.” 
And he read Rule go.—"'No bill shall 
ibe read the second time unless it has 
been printed and distributed to the 
member siat deast one day previous and 
has been subsequently marked on the 
order papers as printed.” 

Bennett defined the term “at least 
one day as meaning one clear day, 
and defined clear day as meaning one 
clear day exclusive of the ‘first and 
last’ days ‘before second reading, and 
brought the authority of the privy 
council to ‘support his contentions. 

Tye audience smiled at Bennett's 
quick summoning of authorities, The 
speaker was, plainly taken aback by 
Bennett's suddemattack, but asked him
